THE RAND CASE. 



Prisoners Pretend That They Took 
the Vessel to Prevent 
Her Seizure. 



Alleged Conflict of Jurisdiction— Case 
Closed- Six Prisoners Found 
Uuilty.

Vancouver, Nov. 21. — (Speoial)— The 
Rand piracy caBO waa continued this morn- 
ing. Jaok was again put in tho box. The 
rent of his ovidenco was mostly unim- 
portant. Tho witnesa had heard Cape 
Mudfio Charlio say that the captain had 
offored him S200 to holp him, but if thoy, 
the IndianB, gavo him $200 he'd help thorn. 
Jack's evidence wus not shaken in cross 
examination. 

Indian Agont Ouillod, of Vancouver 
island, deposed that tho uooused wore re- 

pcctable men. Ho had lived near them (or 

en yelirs. 

Jim CoIboh, one of the acoased, said thoy 
hud taken charge of tho wheel of the 
schooner Rand and steered for homo because 
tho captain wanted them to go to Copper 
island and they foared tho storms. Thoy 
woro also afraid of tho warships. Whon 
battened down in tho hold all tho vontila- 
tioa thoy had was one hole, tho siza of a 
stovepipe noid. 

At the afternoon session Bo3s Johnnie, a 
prisoner, corroborated tho evidence of tho 
previous witneB?, as did Fish, another 
prisoner, who said they thought the captain 
wus stealing thorn away to Copper island 
and they took charge of tho Bhip, Thoy 
were afraid of being seiz;d, 

Fruncis Williams aaid they were afraid of 
seizure at Copper island. Andrew alao 
swore that they took tho ship becauBO they 
hoard of a sohooner boing seized at Copper 
island and the captain wanted to go there. 
Johnston, Big Jim, John, Oho Jack and 
Tootohio mado similar statements, 

Willie swore to having been refused grub 
first, day out from Sitka. 

Frank, who affirmed and was not sworn, 
being asked as to his roligious belief, said 
ha did not know where he'd go if he died. 
Ho attended church in Victoria. Ha cor- 
roborated provious evidence, 

The testimony of Togmat Jim, Togrnab 
Dan, Mouthey, Joseph Baldy and Mary 
oloeed the evidence. 

Tho prisoners then pioked out for pro- 
Bccution and put in tho box were Bosb 
Johnnie, J im Colson. Joseph Togmat, Dan, 
Fish and Jaok, The rest were acquitted. 

Mr. MoColl addressed tho j iry on behalf 
of tho prisoners. Ho accused the Crown 
Counsel of most unusual proceedings in 
striving to throw obstacles in the way of 
the defence by insinuating that Indian wit- 
nesses were not worthy of taking an oath. 
Such words as " outrogoouB proceedings, " 
" trickery," "mockery ol justice," "dis- 
graceful tactics," were used in speaking of 
the conduct of the case by tho Crowu Coun- 
sel, Mr. Leamy, who, it was Bald, had torn- 
ed the case into a private prosecution. Mr. 
McColl's defence wua that tho prisoners 
feared their livos were in danger , or thoy 
would suffer harm, and wero acting in self- 
defenoe, aooording to their own lights, by 
taking charge of the ship and steering home, 
without interfering with tho captain and 
crew. 

Mr, Davis, for the prosocution, said that 
as for as tho private proBeeution was con- 
cerned he certainly was paid by the sealing 
company, and was there by consent of the 
Crown. Mr. Davis thought tho priaoneia 
understood English, and said that cfter one 
witness stumbled on tho oaths tests all tho 
others were postod, as they were by the 
" Copper island scaro' ; being suggested to 
one witness, when tho others, parrot like, 
repeated tho " Copper island scare yarn." 
That, was a good excuse, tho only thing left 
for the dtfonco to work on. It was said the 
soiling company waa rich and tho prisoners 
were poor Indians. If thoy wero poor how 
could they engage Mr. McColl as counsel. 
Mr. McColl, interposing, snid he was hired 
by tho Indian department. 

Mr. Davie— Worse yet. That's tho Do- 
minion government, so tho IndianB aro for- 
tunate. Th«y aro being prosecuted by tho 
Provincial government and defended by tho 
Dominion government. 

Mr. Davis' address lasted over an hour, 
in wbioh criminal intent was explained and 
claimed as boing in cvidenco in tho conduct 
of the prisoners when they forcibly took 
possession of tho ship simply because the 
captain wouldn't lie at Sundy Point for six 
weeks. It was an important case to this 
province. It affected tho whole scaling in- 
dustry. If tho prisoners went unpunished 
it was a blow to that industry. 

At tho ovoning session Justice McCrelght 
charged tho jury, summing up tho evidence 
at groat length. 

At 0:40 to-night the jury returned into 
court with a verdict of guilty for tho six 
accused men, with a reenmmondation to 
mercy in favor of Jaok, Tim Cohon and 
Dan. Sentence was deferred till Friday at 
11 a.m. 



CANADIAN CANALS. 

Negotiations Between the U. s. ripI Canadian 
Governments for Tliclr Joint Use, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn,, Nov. 21 . — An after- 
noon papor says that for tho last sixteen 
months leading American vessel owners for 
tho great lakoe have boon in consultation 
with tho Canadian ministry devising a 
scheme under which tho Bhipa of this coun- 
try could mako froo ubo of tho Canadian 
ship canals It is said thoro remains 
only the consent of tho British and 
American governments to throw open to tho 
United Slates tho magnificent waterways of 
Canada. Tho plan Is that tho United States 
and Canada shall enter into an agreement 
whoroby tho latter shall cede to tho former 
tho continual right to use all its canals from 
tho sea to tho lakes for all vobboIb, aommor- 
cial and naval, free of ul] tolls, provided tho 
United States will assume tho expenso of 
maintenance and repairs ; tho agreement to 
bo ratified by the British government.

The Chinese numbered twouty 
thousand, and afror throe hours' fighing on 
tho 18th they fled north. 

Tho govornmep.^ n£ Jt.pun, .'eplying to the 
Unitod Statos oner to mediate between 
China and Japan, expressed high apprecia- 
tion of the kindly fooling of the United 
States, but soya it beliovoB tho first over- 
tures for poaco fliould come from China 

London, Nov. 21.— A dUjpatoh from Cheo 
Foo reports that tho Japuneso have captur- 
ed a fort two miles west of Port Arthur.

CAPITAL NOTES. 

Cattle at Present in Quarantine Not 
to Be Admitted Into 
Canada. 



Mr- Ogilvie About to Survey a New 
Route Into the Yukon 
Country. 

(From Our Own CorroBDOndent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 21. — The Department of 
Agriculture to-day received a telegram from 
Commissioner Herohmor of the Northwest 
Mountod Police in charge of the Estevan 
cattle quarantine, stating that thirty-five 
cattle whoso period of quarantine has ex- 
pired have been tested by tuberculin lymph, 
with the result that twelve animals showed 
signs of reaction. The Minister of Agricul 
turo has therefore ordered that tho cattle 
cannot enter the Dominion. 

William Ogilvle, tho well known Domln 
ion land surveyor, loovos in a few days for 
the Pacific Coast to undortake the survey of 
the Toku river and inlet with a view to 
seeing what Improvements are nocessary 
towards making it available for getting men 
and Bupplies Into tho Yukon River country. 
In the event of its being decidod to send a 
detachment of mounted police into the 
Yukon district it is considered that this 
will bo far more expedient than via St. 
Michaels, as it will save a month in time. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen at the Prairie City 
-Openlne or Itallway Commission 
-Train Wrecking;. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 21. — (Special) — Dr. 
Lucas, a physician who has boen praotising 
in several Manitoba towns for tho paat few 
yearB with poor buccobb, waa found doad in 
bed this morning at West Selkirk. An 
empty morphine bottle w»b found in his bed 
room.

ARMENIAN MASSACRES. 



Distrust Felt in the Sincerity of the 
Inquiry Instituted by 

Turkey. 



Turkish Prisons Filled With Armen- 
ians—Nothing: Left for the 
Christians bat Revolt. 



London, Nov. 21.— In an Interviow this 
ovening M. Nazibeoh, the Armenian loader 
and editor of tho Hemtchak, who is in 
London, says ho waB adviqed to loave 
Athens after tho Turkish authorities had 
aucceoded in obtoiuing tho release of an 
agent who had boon arrested for suborning 
a man to murdor him. Ho has recoivod 
Iottors confirming tho information laid 
before Lord Kimborly last week by Mr. 
Hogepion, chairman of tho Armonian Patri- 
otic Association. Ho expressed his distrust of 
tho inquiry into tho Armenian atrocitieB 
not on foot by tho Turkish governmont, and 
declared his belief that tho commicsionors ap- 
pointed by tho Sultan will not really sook to 
obtain tho truth or ondoavor to got the faots 
of tho horror. M. Nazabeok [intends to ask 
that on English commissioner ho appointed 
to invoetigoto tho affair. The Turkish 
prisons at St. Joan d'Acre, Angora, Con- 
stantinople and elsewhero are now filled 
with Armenians of tho better classeB, and 
there iB nothing loft for tho Armenians, ho 
says, but revolt, and that is likely to oocur 
any day. 

Lord Kimborly, socretary of state for 
foreign affairs, has deolined to receive tho 
Armonian deputation which was sent to pro- 
test against tho conduot of tho Turks in the 
Sassum massacre. In his reply to the 
Armenian association he soys he may not 
comply with tho request for consular re- 
ports on aff-iirs in tho Sassum district. He 
expresses approval of tho Sultan's decision 
to send a commission to SoBBum, adding 
that Sir Philip Currio is impressing upon 
the Sublime Porte the importance of mak- 
ing the inquiry prompt, thorough and im- 
partial. The Armenians are muoh dis- 
pleased with Lord Kimberly's roticenoe ond 
will hold a public meeting on Nov. 27 to 
proteBt ngainBt the cruelty shown by the 
Turks to the Armenians in Asia Minor. 

A letter from the Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that in response to the pro- 
test: made by tho British ambassador to 
Turkey, the porto has unreservedly with- 
drawn the charge against Mr, Hallwool, 
the British consul at Varna, of inciting the 
Armenians at Sassum and elsewhere to re- 
volt. The sultan has decided to send a 
commission composed of three members of 
his military household and one civilian to 
Sassum for tho purpose of making an im- 
partial inquiry into the outrages on Ar- 
menians. It is composed of Abdullah 
Pasha, general of division; Tewfik Pasha, 
general of brigade, both of whom are aidi s 
to tho sultan ; Medjid Bey, an offiuial be- 
longing to the ministry of the interior, and 
Omer Bey, director of the savings b»nk. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Con- 
stantinople says the energetic action of 
Sir Phillip Currie, the British ambas- 
sador to Turkey, has caused consternation 
among the members of tho Turkish gov- 
ernment. Everything has been done to 
keep secret tha fact of the outrages. 

The bodies of tho two thousand victims tf 
the massacre wore left unburied, and thtir 
presenco has caused an outbreak of cholera. 
Many Christians aro reported to have fbd 
aoross the RusBian frontier. Tho Armenians, 
declare that thoy hope for nothing from 
Europe, but will have oonfhlenoe in Greut 
Britain. Numerous appeals have been made 
by the Armenians to tho British foreign 
office. The latest news is to the effect that 
many of tho Armenians who were supposed 
to have boon killed lied from tho soldiery, 
and are now returning. 

ITALIAN EARTHQUAKES. 

Latest News Adds to the Terrible Character 
of the Disaster— Twenty-Eight Thou- 
sand People Homeless. 

ROME, Nov. 21. — Parliament has boor/ 
oonvened for December .'! by royal decree. 
News from tho districts shaken by tho ro 
cent earthquakca comoB in Blowly, but 
every dispatch shows that tho dovustotiou 
was far greater than the early reports Indi- 
cated. Thirty-eight communes suffered 
sovoroly. San Procopio, Oppido, Mamerti- 
no, Scilla and Pamie, all in tho Reggio di 
Calabria, and with a total population of 
28,000, are littlo more than heaps of ruins. 
Many destituto families from ruined towns 
are pilleging tho damaged shops und houses. 
Troops have beon poetod throughout tho 
unfortunate districts to proteot proporty. 
Tho total damar/o is now estimated at nearly 
sovon million lires. Tho collection of taxos 
has beon euspendod in most districts of Rog- 
gio dl Calabria. Tho volcano on Slrombolo 
island ia in full eruption and Etna and Vo- 
buvIus aro active. In Lingua Gloasa, noar 
Etna, a school house was shaken to tho 
ground. ItB sixty odd ocoupants woro res- 
ouod alivo, although many of them wore in- 
jured sovoroly. 

MONTREAL* MATTERS. 

Church to He Torn Down-Street Hallway and 
Police-Very Much Like a Man. 

Montreal. Nov. 21.— (Special )— Tho 
walls of the now French Presbyterian 
church, nearly completed, havo been order- 
ed by the building inspector to be torn down 
on account of tho poor foundations. Tho 
loss is heavy. 

Some doyB ago tho Btroob railway company 
was fined for ovor crowding its cars. Presi- 
dent Forgot askod tho Chief of Police for a 
constable to prevent people from over- 
crowding cars. Tho Chief refused and tho 
company will now ask tho council to provldo 
tho necessary men. 

Tho police authorities are singularly rotl- 
cent regurding tho arrest of Clara Ford for 
tho Bhooting of Frank Westwood, oxcepb 
admitting that thoy aro confident thoy havo 
tho guilty party. Tho department, it is 
said, has a strong case of oircumotantial evi- 
dence. Tho girl was arraigned this morn- 
ing and remanded for a wcok. Clara, be- 
sides having a penchant for men's clothing, 
looks much liko a man in features. Sho 
shaves and smokes a pipo. 

At an early hour this morning a liro broke 
out in a house on Colboruo stroot, Mrs. Bra- 
bant boing suffocated.

Tlio Tradfl Dollar Case Occupied the 
Whole Day aud Not Yet 
Concluded. 



Grand Jury Recommend Strict En' 
forcemeat of Laws Regulatiug 
Saloons aud Other Resorts. 



Tho noted Trade Dollar saloon case cime 
up for hearing yesterday morning in the 
Assize court, when Joseph Aheron was put 
on hiB trial for stealing $3:i0 from W m. 
HuBsoy on October 23. Mr. P. 3H Irving 
represented tho Crown, and Mr. A. L. Bel- 
yea the defence. The prisonor pleaded not 
guilty. 

Some time was taken up in seouring a 
jury, tho defenoo challenging pretty freely. 
Finally tho following jury was empanollod : 

J. H. Warren (foroman), Win. Brodorick, 
J. F. Silver, W. C. Bryant, jr., J. Whit- 
field, John Barnaley, Goo. Lyul, Win. Lind- 
ley, Wm. Murray, J. H. Post, F, Galbraith, 
R. SeHg. 

Mr. Irving thon stated tho caso, tho gen- 
oral outline of which has already boen pub- 
lished. 

JoBoy Edwards, of 127 Johnson streot, 
was tho first witness. Sbo told of mooting 
Husaey and his friend Hounanat Joe Lovy's 
restaurant, and going with them to 127 
Johnson street about ono o'clock on Tues- 
day morning, October 2.'{, Husaoy'a friend 
went to sloep und Hussoy took charge of his 
money, how much ho did not know, but 
thero wore two §100 billa and other bills ; 
about 4 o'clock she and Husaey went out ; 
acouaod whistled to thorn on tho street and 
they went into tho Trado Dollar and had 
some drinks, supplied by accused ; after 
that witness told how she and HuuBoy had 
gone to breakfast at Levy's ; had drinks at 
the Telegraph and came back to tho Trade 
Dollar ; could only remember George Miller, 
the bar tender, of thoso who wero thero. 

To refrosh witness' memory alio was given 
her deposition in the polico court to road. 
She said in it, in spoaking of tho pecond 
time she went to the Trado Dollar, "I think 
tho accused waa thero." 

" Now who waa there 2" again asked Mr. 
Irving. 

" I don't remember," repliod tho witness. 
" V'ou will have to toll tho truth," said 
tho Judge. 

After some pressing witness acknowledg- 
ed that ahe thought Aheron was there ; 
there were aix or seven people in the room ; 
only rememberod that HuBSey paid for 
drinks supplied, she did not know by whom; 
two $5 billa, a §10 and a $20 wero paid and 
no change given j Aheren on Wedneaday 
afternoon told hor Husaey hod lost hiB 
money, and advised hor to go to Soattle till 
this trouble was over ; he promised her 
money to return ; Husaey gavo hor i?15 al- 
together on Tuesday. 

Crosa oxaminod at some length by Mr. 
Belyea witness stated that on Thurtday 
morning Bhe went on a apree and sent to 
Aheron for money, but he refused and aenb 
back word that Bhe owed him £5 for drinks; 
ahe and HuBBey were at the Trado Dollar 
from about o'clock in tho morning until -1 
o'clock in the afternoon ; she would not 
ewoar that no ohange was given to Hussey. 
The rest of her story waa practically the 
b-.me as In the polioe court. 

William Hu8Bey,the next witness.and the 
man who claims he was robbed, didn't seem 
to recollect anything very clearly of what 
went on that day ; ho claimed that he had 
boon drinking the night bofore, but 
hii no drinks at the Johnson 
streot house; when he wont to the Trade 
D dlar in the morning he might have been a 
little under the influence of liquor, but ho 
recollected nothing after the morning drinks 
there ; had a hazy idea that he went to tho 
drug Btore and the doctor's in the after- 
noon ; he had a sleep in the Trade Dollar 
at. d next romembored himself at 127 John- 
son streot tho same afternoon ; he denied 
having spent any money after breakfast or 
giving Josey the $45 she claimed, 

Crosa-examined by Mr. Belyea — Must 
have had over $1100 in his pocket when he 
went to the druggist's in tho afternoon, as 
he had not spent it ; did not remombor buy- 
ing champagne ; didn't know why he went 
anywhere that day, 

" Well, just let ub hear what took you to 
the Telegraph," inquired Mr. Belyea. 

" The haok, I suppose," answered the 
witness innocently, amid some merriment. 

To every question witnesB kept saying, 
" I don't recollect"; he thought that the 
morning drink was what upset him. 

Nellie Preston, koepor of tho houao 127 
Johnson street, stated that HusBoy, Hun- 
raj, Aheren and a friond of tho last namod 
wero at her house early on the morning in 
ijuoetion. She repeated her story told in 
the police court, Baying thab Aheren had re- 
marked as Hussey and Josey left tho houao, 
" He's got stuff and we'll atay with him." 

Dr, Frank Hall stated Hussey had called 
on him for a prescription tho afternoon in 
question. 

Richard Georgo a&w Josev pay $"> for a 
round of drinke, and E. J. Maradon stated 
that JoBoy gave Aheron $10 for two rounds 
of drinks for tho room and got only $1 
change. Then Bhe paid $5 for another 
round of drinks, and later pub down $10 for 
anothor round and got $5 back. Whilo he 
and witness were alouo in the wine room 
Huesoy felt in his pockets for money and 
aaid " I havo boon robbed." 

Several othor witnesses wore cxaminod for 
tho prosecution, including Sorgt. Walker 
and Constable Camoron, who wero engaged 
on tho case. This cloaod tho caso for tho 
prosecution. 

The first witnoss for the dofonco was Wm. 
Jackaon. Ho was in tho Trado Dollar in 
tho forenoon of tho Tuesday and Hussey 
treated tho crowd continually. Botwoon two 
and throe o'clock in tho afternoon Josey 
troated ; she first put up a $10 bill ; Ahoren 
told hor she already owol $4 and (she told 
him to take it out ot that; aho got back 
aoino bilvor aud bills. 

Samuol Steel stated ho and others had 
drinks with Hussey, who paid for them ; 
saw Ahoren ohange a $100 for HusBoy and 
tho barkeeper handed back, ho thought, 
$92, tho other $8 to pay for drinks; about 
three o'clock saw Josey outside tho wino 
room putting a roll of billa in hor stooking ; 
it was after that Joaoy "blow heraelf " in 
tho bar ; change waa given back to hor overy 
time ; Aheron was tending bar. 

J. T. Menniu was proBentat the treating 
and saw money paid over tho bar and 
change returned. 

Altor aomo further evidonoo tho 
caso waa adjournod till to-morrow 
morning ab I0:o0. Tho aoousod was ad- 
mitted to ball, himself in $~>0Q and ono 
surety of $500. 

During tho afternoon tho moat thiovos 
wore broughb up for sentence. His Lord- 
Bhip gave Buchanan, Burns and Harkina 
two years in ponitontiary, and Hur.t, who 
was rocotnmondod to moroy by tho jury, 
twelve months In jail. Stanton was dis- 
charged. Hunt bogged to bo sont to tho 
penitontiary, too, for two years, so that he 
could learn to do something. Hia Lordship 
replied that Hunt could loam some honeat 



calling without going to the penitentiary 
and refused to ohange the sentence. 

Harkina remarked, with an impudent toes 
of hia head, aa he was led away, " Well, I 
won't go sealing for two years anyway." 

The Grand Jury brought in true bills . in 
Regina v. Jackson and Maodonald, keeping 
a gaming house. The oases will go over un- 
til next asBize. 

Tho proaentmont of the grand jury was 
handed to His Lordship, who thanked thorn 
and dismissed them from further attend- 
ance. 

Tho presentment reads as follows : 
May it please Your Lordship : 

We, the foreman and mombers of the 
grand jury, having regard to tho grave 
matttra brought bofore ub at this aBBize oon- 
sider it our duty on behalf of the public 
good and in bhe furtherance of tho intoreBta 
of morality in tbia community to rocommond: 
" That tho suppression of gaming houses 
be general an d that tho existing laws regu- 
lating disorderly houses and saloons bo 
strictly enforced. Unanimously adopted 
this 21at day of November, 1894."

THE OLD MEN'S HOME. 

To tub Editor : — In your articlo a fow 
daya ago referring to this institution, I 
think you wore a littlo too eevcro on tho in- 
mateB. Vou will, I feel suro, agree that if 
thero aro abuses they should bo rectified 
and tho offender punished. Vou will ulso, 
no doubt agroo that fow public institutions 
aro perfect or abovo suspioiou; that oven 
with stroot supervision ubuaoa will creep in. 
What, therefore, may we oxpoot when tho 
supervision is lax and imperfect? There 
can bo no question as to the duty of tho in- 
mates to obey strictly tho regulationa of tho 
homo und to pay proper roBpoct to tho man- 
agur for the timo being. Whilat tho man- 
ager on hia part must not take tho law into 
his own handB, strike or threaten to striko 
an inmato, his duty is to bo civil, impartial 
and courteous, and to report to hia masters 
cases of insubordination. Drunkards should 
bo expelled, and all such refuBod admittanco 
at all timea. 

Thoro is, however, no rulo to prevent in- 
mates roporting abuses ; in fact they should 
bo asked to do so. After all, tho old men 
aro human boinga with eoino perceptions 
still left of right and wrong, and if they soo 
clothing sent for their use which they did 
not receive are thoy to remain Bilcnt and lot 
the dishoneaty or abuse go on ? It is of 
course well known to the city 
council that many cttizans gonorously 
Bent a lot of clothing to the Home last win- 
ter—the kind and quantity can easily be 
ascertained from tho contributors. If, then, 
tho committee of inquiry had gone on with 
tho investigation, or will Btill go on to com- 
plete the matter and oatisfy the public with 
lists of those donations in thoir hands, and 
aek tho manager to account for them and 
name the men to whom they were given, 
and then call the men bo namod to vorify or 
contradict his statements, the truth might 
bo reached and the inquiry bo of some value 
instead of appoaring as if hold and intended 
to smother investigation, by holding threats 
of expulsion over the heads of thoae willing 
to testify. There aro details attached to tho 
working of the Home which cannot bo look- 
ed after properly by Buch a body as the 
mayor and counoil. Thoae should be placed 
in tho handa of a voluntary committeo cf 
ladies who, as a rulo, have tho faculty of 
managing the internal economy of charitable 
inatitutiona — to wit, the Maternity Home, 
the Chineae Refuge and tho Proteatunt 
Orphana' Homo.

IMPROVING WATER SUPPLY. 

To the Editor: — I would liko to know 
on what grounds the city council, at Mon 
day night's meeting, refused to refer to the 
wator committee and the wator commia 
aionors Mr. Gray's proposal concerning the 
improvement of the water supply, whioh 
would obviate tho necessity of purchasing 
the watershed. As far as I can gather from 
the Colonist report tho proposed improve- 
ment would consist almost entirely of labor 
that could be readily and thankfully sup- 
plied at this timo, when so many of our 
working people are in need of employment. 
Now juat oontrast this proposal with the 
present scheme of the council to purchaao 
the watershed of Elk and Beaver lakes, 
which will not in any way assist tho labor- 
ing classes to earn thoir daily bread the 
coming winter. Nor will the pur- 
chaBO of the watershed bring into 
tho city one dollar of the $120,000 aud up- 
wards proposed to be expended for land. It 
will, therofore, bo readily seen that Mr. 
Gray'a recommendations are worthy of the 
serious conBideration of the counoil. It is 
due to Mr. Gray and to tho ratopayors that 
thia proposal shall be made public in its en- 
tirety. It appears that the lesser sum ex- 
pended in dyking Elk lake, and other im- 
improvementa, would give hotter results 
than by purchasing a quantity of land at an 
unknown cost. By all means let us have 
tho matter fully ventilated, and give the 
ratepayers somo local benefit for the expend- 
iture of tho money recontly voted for im- 
proving tho water Borvice.

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THE SITUATION EEVIEWED. 

An Kngllsh Newspaper of the Orient Which 
lias Shifted Its Allegiance to 
Uie Japanese. 

The China Overland Mail of October 31, 
received by the Empress of China on Tues 
day publishes the following review of the 
situation in the Orient, which will be read 
with particular interost in view of the faot 
that the OverUnd Mail la and has always 
been somewhat partial to China : 

"The reoont assertion that the war be- 
tween China and Japan is one of meagre in- 
cident must now be modified. Scarcely a 
day passes without bringing its quota of 
news from the seat of war. The incidents, 
it must be oonfessed, are monotonous to a 
degree. Oae Japanese victory follows upon 
another in rapid succession. From the 
other side there is nothing to report but con- 
sternation, disorganization and diBgrace. 
The period of quiescence, when no news 
could bo obtained of the movements of tho 
Japaneso armies— there is no movement 
in the Chinese armies, unless we reckon 
their rapid dispersal— was agreeably filled 
up with the customary Chinese assertions 
that their armies were victorious on all 
hands and that the Japanese were retreat- 
ing. Every tuccession of viotories of tho 
Japanoae troops has been procoded by thoao 
rumors. Hue still the JapaneBo troops 
gradually draw nearer Puking. There is no 
wild, impetuous rush in their forward move- 
ments, such as might havo boen expected 
from a volatile peopla like the Japs. With 
tho same stoady, machine-like precision 
which marked the Gorman aJvance upon 
Pat is, tho Japanese are carrying position af- 
ter position, advancing into the enemy's 
country but never losing sight of the possi- 
bility of uc:in« cm tho defensive should ne- 
cessity ariee. On the banks of tho Yulu, tho 
largo Chinese armies have been kept buBy, 
so that they enuld not send any uBsiBtucoe 
in protecting tho Gulf of I'echili. Tho plan 
of campaign h,is not boon revealed, but tho 
first army oorpa of tho Japanese in Korea 
have evidently been waiting for the landing 
of the first army corps under Field-Marshal 
Oysmo, who has invested tho stronghold of 
Port Arthur. Tho Chinoso ll^et which haB 
been undergoing repairs at Fort Arthur, 
haa bolted to Weihaiwei. That refuge iu 
also to be attacked by the Japanese into 
whose hands both of thnse important points 
must ultimately fall. It ia neceBsary that 
they should, otherwise the Japanese forces 
might be hemmed into tho Gulf of Pochili 
and their retreat cut off iu tho highly-im- 
probable contingency of a defeat between 
Shan-hai kwan and Peking. The accounts 
that have reached us from the north bear 
out previous statements regarding the un- 
preparedness of China for war. It is little 
short of butchery to send out their raw, 
undisciplined, poorly-equipped and ill-led 
levies to faoe the well-trained, well- 
armed and well-fed Jape ; and in 
the negotiations for peace, instituted 
by China, we recognize the fact that thoir 
better-balanoed officials in high places are 
becoming aware of the futility of thoir 
strugglo. Corruption has eaten like a 
canker into the very heart of Chinoao ad- 
ministration. Where all are for self, it is 
impossible to save the honor of the empire. 
It is rumored that Li Hung chang, viceroy 
of the Two Kwaug, is wanted in Peking 
(tho reason why is not difficult to guess), 
and other membera of the Li family are 
already in disgrace. Li Hung-chaug has 
put down other obstructions in the Canton 
river which make navigation moro and moro 
difficult. He has also surrounded himself 
with a bard of trained soidiers, and is thus 
prepared to resist any attempts to take him 
to Peking. Honors have been bestowed upon 
the Europeans in the Chinese servico who 
took part in the naval engagements near 
the Yalu river." 



THE TKEA8UBES OF MOUKDEN- 

Being Under tho Immediate Protection of 
the Foot God They Can Never, Never Fall 
Into the Hands of tho Japanese. 

Writing from Moukden, the ancestral 
home of tho Imperial family of China and 
fhnir ancient treaBuro house, a correspond- 
ent of tho North China Overland Mail says, 
under date of October 13 : 

" We were considerably startled here on 
learning that the Japanese wero to march 
on this place to take away tho storo of 120,- 
000,000 taels locked up in the Imperial 
Treasury. Surely the purveyors of this 
pieoe of wonderful information are unaware 
> hat no earthly power — except that of the 
Chinese Emperor, or his representative — can 
move a single shoe of silver out of tho 
treasury. It is therefore needful to fore- 
warn the olover JupineBO that this particular 
treasure is under tho immediato caro of the 
Fox-god. ThiB city is the headquarters of 
tho worship of this deity, and a temple in 
his honor is decorated with tablets on ac- 
count of cures before the recital of which 
the miracle.B of Lnurdea must hido their 
diminished heads. This god iu represented 
as a moBt good natnred little man, hia over- 
smiling face surmoucited by a head of snow- 
white hair. Besides tho euros for which he 
is note:], hia oh ; of office under tho present 
govomment ia to act as custodian of tho 
treasures. 

" A Sow years ago a thief got into tho 
treasury when all the guaida wero asleep 
or otherwise employed. Tho lloor was so 
covorod over with ahoes of silver that ho 
could not put hiB foot down except on the 
precious metal. Hia fortune was tnado. 
He would carry load after load of silver till 
tho grey morning brought the guard to the 
Bpot. H« tie it t down to piok oho up. He 
found it thn heaviest ahoe ho had ever 
touchod. He usnd bnth hands. Ho could 
not move it. Ho strained hia onorgiea well 
nigh to bursting. Ho made no impression. 
Anothor and another shoo was attempted 
but with no more eucouraging result. He 
then bethought himself of tho custodian 
and trembled with fear so groat that ho 
oould not movo himsolf away. He was 
caught there in tho morning and told his 
■story. Formerly tho Fox-god was a man- 
darin of No 1 rank. His red button was 
now removed, and his head has boon 
covered ever since by the insignia of an Im- 
perial Prince. Now, if when ho was but 
one of the hightst mandarins ho rnado it im- 
possible for a man to tako away one shoe of 
silver off that floor, ia it at all likely that 
now ho is a prince ho will be loan slack to 
discharge his duty ? LBt, tho Japa bo fore- 
warned. They will take out of that troasury 
when they come just as much M, and no 
moro, than did that would-bo thief. It 
would bo a pity, would it not, to march from 
Wiju, where they are snugly fortifying 
themselves, to push wiLh difficulty but pos- 
sibly not without buccbbb through tho largo 
army now waiting for them— not thirty hut 
throo miles — west of the Yalu, only lo find 
on Brrival htro that thoy oould not tako 
away asingloahoo of silver out of tho treoB- 
uiy? Apparently oven tho Govornor-Gen- 
ernl of all the Manohurias cannot tako that 
money, as ho has had to borrow from tho 
banks a considerable Bum of money to pay 
Boldiora en routo for tho East."

THE SYDNEY AFFAIR. 

Prospect of International Complications Over 
the Arrest of Three Passengers on 
n French Steamer. 

The Kobe Horald of the 8th instant has 
tho following editorial referonce to the 
Sydney affair which is just now exciting 
much discussion throughout Japan : 

" The action of the Japanese government 
in forcibly arresting Messrs. Browne (or 
Wylde), Howie and Chang Pan Moore, has 
naturally given rise to a great deal of con- 
troversjr. By many it la held that the step 
was absolutely indefensible ,- others, a small 
minority, assert that it was not so muoh in 
the arrest itself that a blunder was com- 
mitted as in the way in which the arroot 
was affeoted. Wheaton, we believe, lays 
down the principle that persons known to 
be proceeding to the theatre of war with a 
view to taking active part in hostilities 
may be considered to be and are, from a 
legal standpoint, oontraband of war. If 
this ia tho case, tho detention and arrest 
of the threo passengers who were taken by 
force from the Mossagoriea Maritlmes steam- 
er Sydney, may bs capable of explanation. 
Even then, it appears to us, tho arrest 
should havo been made by the French Con- 
sular authorities upon information furnish- 
ed by and at tho request of the Japanese 
government. Tho dock of tho Btoamcr 
was to all intents Fronch soil, and suoh 
being tho caso any arrest that waB enntom- 
platod should have been effected through 
the modium of tho Fronch authorities on 
tho spot. How far tho question is affected 
by reason of the circumstance that the 
steamer was in harbor at tho time ia uncer- 
tain. Vessela on entering foreign porta are 
amenable to local laws und customs. Tho 
question of extra-territoriality comes iu 
here, and tho existence uf extra-territoriality 
narrows the sphere of jurisdiction. In the 
caao of a British Bhip, certainly, no parties 
other than officers commanding Her Muj- 
osty's vossela of war or British naval ullicera 
authorized in this behalf by thn officer hav- 
ing tho command of Her Majesty's naval 
forceB iu Japan, or Her Majesty's minister 
and consular officers in the country, are 
compotent to sei/.j or detain tho vessel. Wo 
preaume, although we aro by no moana sure, 
thut much tho same rule obtains in regard 
to Fronch vessels. If suoh ia the caao Mon- 
day's proceedings on board tho Sydney will 
aaauredly lead to unpleasant representations. 
Wo are not aware what moasures tho 
United Statoa Consul haa taken in viow of 
the arbitrary arrest of two Amerlcon citi- 
zens. Wo say two, for it is doubtful if the 
Chinaman ia an American citizen. Ho can- 
not bo unloss he waa naturalized a good 
number of years ago, thero being a law on 
the statute book precluding Chineso from 
becoming American subjects. Up till a late 
hour yesterday no official proteat or demand 
for thoir release had been Iodgod, action 
being defnrrod pending receipt of official ro- 
porta from the French Vice-Consulate. 
Possibly the matter will be loft in the 
hands of the United States Minister to 
Tokyo, to whom, of course, full and com- 
prehensive reports havo been forwardod. 
Aa will be seen elsewhere, the throe men 
are still in strict confinement under strong 
guard, at tho Jiyutei hotol, near tho Uji- 
ra. Perhaps tho affairs of thn current 
week (tho Gaelic was Btepped at Yokohama 
on Monday), will serve to teaoh tho homo 
governmontB the propriety of boing con- 
stantly represented in theso waterB. Pre- 
vention is hotter than cure." 



THE SEWERAGE COMMISSION. 

Inquiry Opened Into Inspector Btishbj's 
Three-cornered Complaint. 

The city Beworago commission, consisting 
of Hon. B. W. Poarae (president), Hon. D. 
W. Higgins and Mr. W. J. Macaulay, yes- 
terday morning commenced the investiga- 
tion of the three fold complaint lodged by 
Inspector W. BuBhby against Mr. Walkely 
(one of tho contractors for the sewerage work 
now being proaecuted on Yates street), 
whom ho charged with neglect to oarry out 
tho specifications providod, and Messrs. 
Wilmot and Parr, his (Inspector Bushby'B) 
superior officers, who, he alleged, have 
failed to support him in his efforts to safe- 
guard the intoroats of tho city. All parties 
interested wore present at the session, and 
the ontiro morning waB devotod to the tak- 
ing of evidence presented by Mr. Buahby. 
The first of tho inspector's witnesses was 
Mr. Sponce (an employe of Lenz & Leiser) 
who gave particulars of a conversation be- 
tween Mr. Walkely aud Inspeotor Bushby, 
resulting from tho lattorpronouncing a portion 
of the work dono in tho Yates st.reot sower 
unaattBfactory and not in accotdanco with 
tho specifications. Mr. Walkely '.i comment 
waa that ho would "see him in I) — 1 before 
he'd change It"? ho -further addod that he 
" wasn't uoiug to bn dictated to by any d — d 
thing from Australia." An intorchango of 
complimentB followod, but none of the re- 
marks mado by Mr. Buahby in hiB hearing 
w re so offensive ua wore Mr. Walkoly'a. 
Mr. G. MftOkay generally corroborated Mr. 
Spenco's evidence, and Mr. W. W. C'arlow 
testified to having heard tho iiiapector Bay 
that he would refuse to paaa any work that 
waB not iu ac^ordunco with tho specifications. 
Tho inspeotor told Mr. Parr in his presence 
that a certain part orf tho work was not bo- 
ing dono right, and tho answer he got waa 
that the contrac :or would aend a man who 
would put tho box in right. In tho 
courao of tho dobate botwoon the 
contractor and tho inspector, Mr. Walkoly 
had aoveral times dared tho inspector to hot 
850 that he would't get paid for tho work 
which ho (Tnepoctor Bushby,) refused to paBa. 
Mr. Walkely said that be didn't requiro any 
men to come from Australia to teach him 
how to build sowers, and onded his expres- 
sion of personal opinion in rrgkrd to tho in- 
spector by saying '• >t he " didn't know as 
muoh ua that horse "' Mr. Thomas II. Bukor 
referred to tho n^'gtavation which Mr. 
Walkoly had given the inspector — offering 
to bet him, referring to him in contemptu- 
ous torms, etc. Tho inspector hud, in reply, 
observed that he (Mr. Walkely} "was very 
inaignifioant, and that hissuul waHassmallaa 
hia body." 

The Inquiry was, on tho conclusion of Mr. 
Bakor's examination, adjourned until to- 
morrow morning at )(i o'clock, whon tho 
hearing of tho defence will open. Tho com- 
missioners huvo duly passed tho ohook for 
$■1,050, tho amount expended out of tho 
general revenue on sowornge work or mater- 
ials and now to bo returned to the city 
treasury out of soworago account.

NOT INCONSISTENT. 

Our evening contemporary eeee, or affoots 
to see, it inconsistent iu us to consider that 
the result of the elootion in the United 
Statea waB a condemnation of the doctriooof 
free trade, and at tho same time to hold that 
those who believe that tho hard times have 
been brought on by the Cleveland adminia- 
tration are doficont in the article of braina. 
We should like to Bee where tho incon- 
sistency comes in. Ib can hardly bo 
denied that tho peoplo of the United 
.States the other day rejected the trade 
policy of the Cleveland Administration. 
This is how ib would be interpreted if an 
election undor similar circumstances took 
place in Canada or Great Britain. In this 
country if a government which had for two 
S e >ra been doing what ib could to Inaugur- 
ate a policy of free trade had met with a 
■dunning defeat at the polls everyone would 
immediately conclude that tho defeat meant 
a condemnation of tho policy of free trade. 
And more than that, the froo traders 
would bo required to leave their 
places in tho Government in order to make 
w*y for thoir victorious opponents. Tho 
reins of Government would, with as little 
delay ae possible, be placed in the hands of 
the 1'rotectioniBt party. Thia is bo plain 
thab no one in his seusea will attompb to 
deny it. 

We think that intelligent men every 
where will allow that those who beliove that 
the hard times have been brought on by 
Mr. Cleveland and the party to which he 
belongs are either very ignorant in- 
deed, or greatly defective in reason- 
ing power — are, in poinb of faofc, 
piorly supplied with braina. This also 
appears to us to be self-evident. Where 
then, is tho inconsistency in maintaining 
that the American eleotors on tho 6th of 
bhe present month declared their dis 
approval of freo trado, and at the same lime 
holding that tho United States elootor who 
believes that the Democrats brought on 
hard times, and who acted on that boliof 
has not as much senBO as a freo and Inde- 
pendent voter ought to have. 

It would appear aa if our contemporary 
considers that the man who bolievos in 
tho principle of protection to native 
industry is badly furnishod with 
braina. It seems to bo trying indi- 
rectly to convoy that improaaion to its 
readers. Freo-tradore aro known to have a 
vory fcood opinion of thoir own judgment 
and a oorrespondingly low one of tho roanon- 
tng powera of protectionists. But have they 
good grounds for this conooit and this self- 
sufficiency? A llttlo inquiry and reflection 
would oauso them, wo think, to doubt thoir 
infallibility on tho trado question. Whon 
they look around thorn and find that 
the majority of every clvilizod nation 
in tho world exoopb two ia to a greater or 
less extent protectionist, thoy will, we 
think, hesitato to oondomn this vory great 
multitude as brainless. 

All tho great nations of continental 
Europe are protectionist, Bomo of them 
Btrongly so, Aro the loading men of the 
majority in those oountrios fools and icnor- 
amusoa ? Tho mujority in tho United States, 
aa wo have soon, is proteotioniat, and so ia 
the majority in Canada. Doos our neigh- 
bor quoation this? Has nob froo trade just 
suffered a groat defoat in tho United States, 
and has not tho policy of Protootlon boon 
tho policy of Canada for tho last 
sixteen years? Havo not its oppan- 
octB during all that timo boon doing 
what they could to bring ib into diaorodit, 
and have not tho pooplo at intorvula in 
that long poriod boon askod in vain to re- 
pudiate it? Have Canadians since 1878 
boon stricken with mental paralysis, and 



have thoy been from that date imbecile? 
Have the leading Statoamen of Franco, 
Germany, Austria, Russia, Italy and the 
other countries of continental Europe, ex- 
cept Switzerland, been foolish and incom- 
petent, and haa England produced the only 
Btabeamon and ooonomista worthy of 
respect ? Have tho Republican public men 
of tho United Statea been a set of noodloB, 
and have tho protectionists of Canada been 
wanting in inlelleotual force and intelli- 
gence, and oonBpiououely tho inferiors of 
tho free-trader* 1 When Lord Saliabury not 
long oro declared that in matters of trado 
Great Britain stood alone against tho world, 
did he try to convoy tho idea that the Brit- 
ish were tho pooplo and that wisdom would 
die with them ? Very far from ib. Tho 
great Leader of tho Liberal Conservative 
party knows too much to bo bigoted or con- 
ceited. 

When our contemporary looka around and 
sees tho vast number of ablo and experienced 
men of many nations who favor tho policy of 
protection to nativo industry ib will, wo 
hope, licsitato to pronounco thoao who acoopt 
protection bb a national polioy and reject 
froo trade, as wanting in brains. 



THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

In tho dobato on Mr. Rilhot's rosolution 
with respect to tho management of tho fish- 
orioa Captain Irving said: " One effect of 
tho present regulations ia that if tho pooplo 
of Victoria want salmon at this timo of tho 
yoar thoy have to go eighteen miles across 
the Straits and buy it in United Statea ter 
ritory and pay duty on it. It Boomed sim 
ply absurd that tho department should aend 
people over to Pugeb Sound to buy aalmon 
when they oan ho caught in plonty oppoaito 
their own doors," Thia regulation which 
Captain Irving very proporly characterizes 
as absurd is ono of the consequences of 
applying a rule which is proper and neces- 
sary on tho other side of tho continent 
to British Columbia. The "spent salmon'' 
on tho Atlantic coast aro weak, wasted, dis- 
eased creaturea, not fit for human food. 
Government, for many and good reasons, 
forbida their being caught and sold. Those 
salmon aro as cHflercnt bb possible from tho 
stroDg, healthy, well-conditioned fish that 
are caught in British Columbia watcra at 
thia aeason of the year. According to East- 
ern ideas, therefore, salmon caught in the 
month of November should bo emaciated, 
sickly, repulsive-looking fish, not fit to eat. 
Thoy havo no aort of business to be, as they 
aro hero, handfome, strong, fat^and well-flav- 
ored. Mr. Wilmot, for one, would never 
forgive them for being different from Eastern 
fiah oaueht at theaamo time. 

We do not pretend to know tho reason of 
the difference, but that there is a difference 
and a very great difference no one who haa 
aeon the fish caught in Eastern waters and 
in thoae of British Columbia will 
attempt to deny. Tho Minister of 
Marine would, wo think, bo convinced that 
the regulation forbidding tho sale of Balmon 
caught at thia season in tho markets of this 
Province is wholly unnecessary, if some one 
interested in tho fishery would send him a 
fine fiah carefully packed ao that it would 
not be injured on the long journey. He 
would find from tho appearance of the flah, 
ita condition aud its flavor that, whatever 
maybe the caso in the EaBtorn Maritime 
Provinces, aalmon are in aeaaon in British 
Columbia in November, and consequently 
that the regulation whioh ia needed in thoae 
provincea is, as Capt. Irving said, perfectly 
" absurd " here. 

This regulation, whioh nobody here can 
bo found to approve of, Bhowa tho necessity 
of having the aalmon fishery of this Prov 
ince regulated by men who know something 
about British Columbia salmon and who are 
prepared to adapt the regulations to the 
circumatancos of the country. 

Why tho Opposition should have mado the 
subject of tho manages. uui> oi tho fisheries a 
party question paaaea our comprehension. 
Wo aro glad to aoe that Mr. Kennedy, of 
New Wostminator, who is acquainted to 
soino extent with the conditions of the Balmon 
fiahory in this Provlnco, oonBiders that ib 
is nob wiso to make ao important an interosb 
as that of tho Balmon fishery a bono of con- 
tention botwoen tho Government and the 
Opposition. Tho question ia one that 
should bo considered purely on Its rnerito, 
and the men who unnecessarily and for 
party purposes place difficulties in tho way 
of ita settlement are not tho friends of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



AN IMPERIAL FEDERA TIONIST. 

The late Professor Froude believed in 
colonies. He was oonvinced that they add 
bo tho strength aa well as to tho greabnoaa of 
bho nation. Ho was one of tho few who 
advocatod a closer union between Great 
Britain and hor colonies than existed in hia 
day. He was confident that such a union 
would be brought about in time; that tho col- 
onies and the Mother Country would naturally 
and apnutanoouply, aa it were, grow closer 
to each othor. Ho saw that the proooaa of 
growth could not bo hurried, aud was there- 
fore willing to wait until the forces which 
woro quiotly aud continuously at work 
should accomplish their purpose. 

Wo find in tho Canadian Gozotto tho fol- 
lowing paragraph, which will show how 
this eminent man looked upon tho work of 
Imperial Federation : 

Wo npoko last week of tho colonial sym- 
pathies of the late Mr. Froudo. Ic is aleo 
worthy of noto that tho exuet moanB by 
which the Empire should bo fodcrutod did 
not greatly concern him. " Tho liuks aro 
growing, and, if lei; alone, will continuo to 
grow, and the free fibres will by themselves 
become a ropo of atool." Indeed, no writer 
waa moro emphatic than Mr. Froudo in in- 
sisting upon tho ncoeaaity of a colonial in- 
itiative. " A federation contrived by poli- 
ticians would snap at tho first strain. Wo 
must wait while tho colonies are contonted 
to wait. They aro supposed t > bo tho suf- 
forors by tho present, I0030 relations. They 
aro exposed to attack should war break out, 
while they havo no voice in the 
polioy which may have led lo that war, So 
long ao they do not complain wo may sparo 
our anxioties on thoir account, and nood not 
antloipato an alienation of whioh no Blgna 
^havo appcurod. If they feel aggrioved thoy 
will suggest a remedy." Nevertheless Mr. 
Froudo had his own Buggoationa for British 
statesmen, and it ia suggestive of the re- 
markable dovelopment whioh the Imperial 
idoa has undergone since be wrotB 
" Oceana " in 1885 that so many of his pro- 
poeala havo become accomplished facts. Ho 
suggc8to.T, for instance, thut our public 
honors (not rest rioting ourselvea to the 
Colonial St. Michael f»nd St. Goorge) should 
bo beBtowcd upon all who dcseivul tliom 
without respect cf birthplace. Thab prin- 
ciple is now an accepted ono with British 
Ministers, though ono would bo glad to see 
its moro gonorai adoption. Colonial states- 
men, Mr. Froude further auggeBtcd, should 
be admittod to tho Privy Council, and thoy 
uow are.

THE LONDON ELECTION. 

Tho result of tho byo-election in London, 
Ontario, is cf vory little general significance. 
Tho elootion was for tho ooat in tho Provin- 
cial Legislature mado vacant by tho elova- 
tion nf Mr. Meredith to tho office of Chief 
Justioo. Tho cmteat coems to havo been 
local in tho narrowest scnao. Sir Oliver 
Movvat has gained an additional sup- 
porter whom bo vory badly needed, 
and that is protty much all that 
tho election means. Dominion politics hud 
nothing ta do with tho election and were 
not, bb far ub wo oan loarn, drugged into it. 

Provincial politics in Ontario aro in a 
rather complicated condition. Thoro aro 
tho two old parties, Conservative and Lib- 
eral, and two now ones, tho Patrons and the 
A. P. A. Tho McCarthy faotlon, it would 
appear, cuts no figuro in local politicB. Ib 
Ib a factor, but not aa yob a vory important 
faotor, in Dominion polltica in tho Provinoo. 
When tho electorate ia so out up it ia 
difficult to toll from former oleotlons 
how a contoat will result in many of the 
constituonoioB. Sir Oliver Mowat ia groutly 
roBpeotod in the Province and holda his 
party protty woll together. But thoro aro 
indloationB thab even ho ia loBlng his grip 
of it, and it is almost certain thab in pro- 
vincial politics thoro will ho utter confusion 
among tho Liberals whon that veteran 
politician rotires. After Sir Ollvor tho 
Hood is tho apprehension of a largo number 
of Ontario Liborala,

First Session of the Seventh Parliament. 
SIXTH DAY. 
Wednesday, November 21, 1894. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Mr. Cotton presented a petition from the 
Mayor and Corporation of Vancouver pray- 
in); for amendments to the oily charter. 

Mr. Williams presented a petition from 
the quarterly board of the Methodist church 
of Mount Pleasant. 

REVISION Of THE STATUTXS. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved: "That this 
house do resolve itself into a committee of 
the whole for the purpose of considering 
the introduction o! a bill intituled 'An auo 
to authorize the revision of the statutes.' " 
The mover explained that it is not intended 
that the proposed revision Bhall have Its full 
effect at once, or that the result shall be 
presented to the house next saaBion or even 
the session after that. The praotice in other 
legislative bodies has been to revise the 
statutes once in every ten years, and as the 
last revision here was in 1888 the next 
would, applying that principle, be duo in 
189S. Without wishing to detraot from the 
merits of provlous revisions, he might re- 
mark that those in this provinuo up to the 
present timo havo heon of a rather prelimin- 
ary and perfunctory character, and not such 
as those which have been mado for the Do- 
minion of Canada or for Oatario. They 
havo been largely of the nature of a consoli- 
dation merely, tho soveral acts bearing upon 
the same subjoct having boon brought to- 
gether and claaaitiod. What is now propos- 
ed is aomothing very different, being u re- 
vision which suull be tho result of carefully 
comparing one act with another, of taking 
up ouch section aoparatoly, and considering 
its hearings in relation to tho common law 
and in relation to other provisions of the 
statutes. Thoao onguged in tho work will 
in fact mako a comprehonaivo sumuiity of 
the law with a view to meeting ita ontire 
meaning and purpouo. This will not be the 
work of a week or a month, or even a your, 
but from its commencement; will require 
constant application and thought 
He cited several examples of the con- 
fusion which may ariBo from consult- 
ing the statutes aa at present consolidated, 
mentioning the elections regulation act, the 
Supreme court act, and others, besides tho 
large number of amending acts paBBod since 
last revision. Tho c >st of the revision, it is 
provided, shall be paid from timo to time 
from moneys voiid for that purpose by tho 
legislature, whioh from year to year wjll b» 
furnished the pirticulare of tho work done 
up to that timo, and for whioh payment is 
asked. 

Mr. Semlin did not oppose tho proposi- 
tion, but suggested that thoro bo aome safe- 
guard against ony diBpUte aB on last oc- 
casion, about the compensation to be paid. 

The house then went into committeo, Mr. 
Booth in the chair, and the resolution was 
reported. 

ADVERTISING VOTERS' LISTS. 

Mr. Kitchen, rising to a question of pri- 
vilege, complained of having been abused in 
an editorial in the Vancouver World, in 
connection with his statements relating to 
the advertising of the voters' liBts, when 
the mis-statements of which he waB accused 
really ocourred in the publio accounts. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it seemed to him 
that the hon. member had only himseif to 
blame, having taken advantage of a quibble, 
a clerical error apparently in the book, 
to make an uncalled for attack. 

Hon. Mr Turner suggested that in 
future the member Bbould, before making 
euoh wild charges aB that the accounts are 
cooked, make inquiry as to any items which 
appear to him to be fit subj.c'.s for suoh 
inquiry. The vouchers are always at his 
disposal in the treasury department. 

JUDGE FOR VANCOUVER. 

Mr. Williams asked : " What action, 
if any, has been taken by the government 
towards securing the appointment of a 
Supreme court or County court judge resi- 
dent at Vancouver." 

Hon. Mr. Davie—" The government 
have forwarded the resolution of the house 
recommending the appointment of a County 
court judge to the Dominion government, 
and have by departmental correspondence 
urged auch appointment. The government 
have not asked the appointment of a 
Supreme court judgo ae it ia not doomed 
that the judicial requirements of tho pro- 
vince demand the appointment of a sixth 
Supreme court judge."

Mb Semlin uBkcd that, us he had not had 
timo to confer with those principally inter- 
Gated in this bill, its consideration ahouM be 
further postponed, if thia would not incon- 
venience tho government. 

Hon. Mr Davie said thero waa no doubt 
some othor busincBB which could be gono on 
with, and at tho desiro of tho hon. leader of 
the opposition ho would not press his motion 
for second reading. 

representation ok east lillooet. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Davio tho hoUBO 
went into committee on tho East Lillooet 
cloction bill, Mr. Kollio in the ohair. 

Tho bill was adopted with amendments, 
including the provision that the Spoaker's 
warrant for tho now oloction shall bo issued 
botweon the 1st and tho 15th of May next. 

LICENSE ACT REPEAL. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved tho Beoond read- 
ing of tho liconae aat ropoal bill (No. 4).

IMPROVED WATER SERVICE. 

Text of the Alternative Proposition Submitted 
to the Council. 

Tho following is the complete text of tho 
proposition of Mr. J. H. Oray, submitted to 
the city counoil as statod in the report of 
last meeting : 

Victoria, B.C., 10th Nov. 1804. 

The following figures and romarks have 
been formulated by the writer bb illustrat- 
ing tho coat of an altornative plan to the 
acquisition of the watershed of Elk lake, 
whereby for a smaller outlay not only may 
the main object of such a purchase bo obtain- 
ed in another way but advantages entirely 
foreign to it be forthcoming. 

The proposal is to " dyke " the shores of 
the lakes at or about low water mark, and 
with a system of catch water ditches and 
sub-reservoirB collect the drainage of the 
watorshed, passing this in a cleansed state 
through openings at convenient points in the 
embankment to the lake or main reservoir. 

Respecting the difference in ojst, it ha? 
been shown as the result of survey, that the 
purohaeo of 1,G00 of the 2,200 acreB forming 
the watorshed would bo requisite. This 
area haa beon valued by the City Engineer 
in his report at §75 por acre ; a rate more 
likely to be exceeded than diminished. The 
land sought to be acquired ombraces the 
best adjacent to the lakes and all the cul- 
tivated; in the latter case the tenure is gen- 
erally of long standing and thero will have 
to bo considered beside the vested interests 
of a material nature, tho homo attachment 
as well. 

Upon the eastern elope rcsta tho groat 
area of cultivated land, of which not more 
tean one-third are on the watershed, the re- 
maining and poorer acrcigo lying east of the 
Bummit on the sea slope; this will create 
severance or extended aroas. 

The removal of the wagon roadB from oil' 
this eastern and northern elope ie out of the 
question, and to the benefits contended as 
being dorived by tho isolation of tho water- 
shed the preaonco of theBo public highways 
throughout a great length of it must always, 
at tho.least, be derogatory. 

Reapeotirg arbitration the moBt valueless 
unimproved land on the lake shore in which 
aevorance could not be, and was not claimed, 
was awarded at 850 per acre, and in another 
easo of which one half tho area waa improv- 
ed and severance clatmod, the award waa at 
tho rate of f.'iSO per acre. Tho attendant 
costs of this modo of settlement neod no 
Comment. 

l'or tile purpose of comparison, however, 
I use Mr. Wilmot's figures :

Respecting tho extent and character of 
the works proposed in lieu of purchase, it 
may bo safely statod that two estimates of 
cost have beon outortained, in each caso tho 
lakoBiwtico being treated as ih feet above 
present dam ; the first and greater provides 
for a dyko extending from tho present dam 
along the west aide of Heaver lake to a point 
above tho bub dam, and thenco an embank- 
ment across tho deep indentation or bay in 
section 49 to a point close upon tho lino of 
tho Viatoria & yidncy Railway ; from this 
point north to about the contre of section 69 
it ia considered that tho railway fenco and 
embankment fulfil all requirements, boyond 
tho cleansing tf tho lako margin lying to tho 
oaBt of it, 

From tho south boundary of tho old Simp- 
aon place (aection 09) tho dyke would bo 
continued, uftor crosaing tho bay at tho 
mouth of Walton crook (N. W. cornor of 
Elk lake) around tho north and oast shores 
to tho Biarting point at main dam. 

In tho second catiniato any improvement 
to tho Bhoree of Beaver lako is entirely 
abandoned, and while from tho dyko juat 
doBcribed is cut off thoao portions on the 
shores of that lako and tho embankment 
acroBB tho bay in aeciiou 40, thoro would bo 
added and built connecting with it an em- 
bankment acroaB tho narrowa at somo point 
to tho north of tho vegotablo growth on the 
south side of Elk lako proper. 

Tho oatlmuto of oost providoa for tho fol- 
lowing construction : 

1. The dyko measuring 8 food wido on tho 
top, whioh would bo G foot abovo tho pres- 
ent dam, having alopoa of IJ to 1, tho out- 
side being protoctod from tho top to low 
wator mark with rip rap. This embank- 
ment would bo made imporvlous to wator 
and generally follow tho lino of low water 
mark in such a mannor as to do away with 
any margin on Bhoro other than tho rip- 
rapped slope, excopt in auch cases whero it 
would bo deemed expedient to out off or 
dam up tho shallows and dirty bays. The 



baao of this dyke would be thoroughly 
grubbed. The larger embankments are 
figured at 10 feet wide on top, with similar 
slopes protected in the samo mannor, except 
in thooaao of that across the narows, whioh 
is put at 12 ieet wide, with 2 to 1 Blopes 
and proteoted on both sidos. 

2 Catch water ditohes of requisite di- 
mensions would bo constructed inside and at 
varying distances from the dyke, each ditoh 
thoroughly draining tho adjacent watershed. 
They would vary in size, have an insido 
slope of 3 to 1, a fall too alight to creato 
any tondenoy to scour, and the bottoms be 
oovored with cloan gravel. They would 
converge towards the dyke in pairs and the 
water from them be passed through it at a 
common point in either pipes or permanent 
culverts or a combination of both. At these 
points of disohargo at the junction of two 
ditches or elsewhere if mote expodient it Is 
proposed to excavate sub-resevoirs having a 
Btorago capacity equal to say 24 hours 
drainage under extreme conditions of rain- 
fall. Broken stone would fill the ditches 
where they j >in theso reBovoirs and also tho 
discharge into tho culverts and eoreoned 
pipes. On tho line of theso ditches at 
pointa where depression in tho ground Bur- 
faco ocours, tho ditch slopo would bo out 
down and filled in with brokon rook 
through which the surfaoe watur collected 
in those natural drains would flow into tho 
ditch. 

3, Tho cleaning of tho margin between 
tho railway lino and west uhoro of Elk lake. 

4. A fenco codar poBt and barbed wire 
sovon feet in height. 

5 Pipes, screens, ooncroto, &o. 

Now wagon road on higher ground. 

Thoro haa beon estimated aa expediont 
and requlaito for theae worka thopurchaso of 
a atrip around tho lako averaging IjOO foot 
in width giving in the caao of first estimate 
an area of about I (JO acios, and in No. 2, of 
110 acroa. It ia considered that survey 
would roduco theso areas materially.

Although tho foregoing estimates havo 
not beon baaed upon aotual survey, an in- 
timate knowledgo of the looality justifies 
the belief that tho figures quoted would 
satisfactorily meet an instrumental teat — in 
fact tho wholo eatimate haa been proparod 
upon a liberal basis and for works of a per- 
manent charaotor, and it is considered that 
by location and modification of details either 
of theso estimates could bo materially re- 
duced. 

Respecting estimate 2, it is proposed, at 
tho preaont time at loast, to abandon 
Beaver lake aa a storage ground and raise 
E k lako only. Tho coat of extending tho 
mains from tho present dam to tho Narrows 
is not included in tho cost. A system tf 
drainage of tho watershed adjacent to tho 
cast shore of Boaver lake ia provided for, aa 
also a feeder botween the lakes. 

In connection with tho foregoing thore is 
much detail into which it has not been con- 
sidered necossary to enter here— tho object 
has been to Bhow approximately what could 
bo done for tho expenditure of a cortain 
sum, which it is suimiBod will not be aug- 
mented in tho near future, and to obtain an 
expression of opinion thereon. 

Without commenting furthor upon tho 
difficulties and uncertainty that this plan 
would evade, tho proposition has com- 
mendable features — the permanency of such 
works ia boyond question, the obtaining im- 
mediately of a clean resorvoir free from all 
vegetable growth and dirty Bhallows, the 
concentration of tho area to be guarded and 
tho definitoneBB of ooat aro advantages that 
would result from ita adoption. 

The prlnciplo of isolating tho watershed 
is moat oxoollent, if that were all required, 
but since so much olso romaina undone it 
would seom worthy of consideration if tho 
plan proposed, combined with a system of 
surface filtration, could not bo succesafully 
carried out. In convocation with Mr. Car- 
miehaol, tho public analyst, ho expressed 
tho opinion that the winter water wbb not 
doloterious, thai tho danger lay in tho Bum- 
mer supply only during tho months of high 
temperature. ThiB would obviate tho princi- 
pal difficulty of thoroughly filtering tho 
largo drainage during tho rainy season. The 
summer supply whero considered requisite 
could, without question, at a small outlay bo 
filtered befuru entoritig tho lako. 



THE CITY MARKETS. 

Business Materially Improving— Good Sup- 
plies of the Ifaln Staples— Cur- 
rent Values. 

Judging from tho favorablo reports of ro- 
tail merchants and tho oxtent of tho impor- 
tations tho trado of tho past woek has heon 
bettor than that of any weok for many 
months. Heavy shipments of grain, princi- 
pally wheat, havo come ia from tho Sound ; 
while anothor largo consignment of flour is 
being oxported to tho Oriont this woek. 
Wheat has elightly advanced in price, hut 
not sufficiently to warrant a riau In tho ro- 
tail quotationaof flour. Thoro havo boon Botne 
orungea in tho market for somo timo, but 
they wero of poor quality. Recently, how- 
ever, Japanese oranges of a hotter class 
havu beon rocoivod, whilo a fair supply of 
grapes haa como to hand, which with apples 
constitute tho staple fruit supplies. 
Poultry, potatoes, eggs and othor farm pro- 
ducts have boen in good supply, ono ship- 
ment alono comprising several hundred 
tons. Fivo hundred turkeys, alivo and 
drcsHcd, wore disposed of at 18 and 19 cents 
per pound. Merchants showed no reluct- 
unco in buying ua they had tho cold Btorago 
facilities to full back upon. Tho mutton 
and rabbitB which arrived by tho last Aua- 
truliun steamer are soiling well. Fish 
dealers await with intoroBt tho advont of 
tho first consigumont of halibut from North- 
ern waters, having hitherto found difficulty 
in getting sufficient to meet tho local de- 
mand. Fresh salmon aro oxpoctod during 
tho next few days from tho American Bido. 
Eggs aro scaro and vary in price according 
to quality.

HE spinster has over 
been treated with a cer- 
tain lightness and dis- 
respoofc iu private. In 
olden times this treat- 
ment extended into per- 
sonal life, and tho "old maid" was more 
or less an object of lovity to younger 
members of the family and in the neigh- 
borhood. Tins was in tho days when 
girls were expected to many in their 
"teens" and when 20 was considered a 
dangerous period to reach with uo pros- 
pect of n wedding in view. 

In (hose times tho outlook for the 
spinster was a most hopeless one. Hha 
knit and spun and wove and embroider- 
ed, she was her mother's companion, 
and she went to church and prayer meet- 
ing and to teas given by old ladies who 
talked of nothing hut their domestic 
affairs and the gossip about approaching 
niarrir>£es of younger girls, iutursporsed 
with jests at her singlo state. Sho -was 
sent for to help nurso tho sick and to 
look after tho poor of tho town in com- 
pany with tho clergyman T s wife, and 
these, dreary duties bounded her hori- 
zon. 

\ But all that is greatly changed by tho 
progress of tho world. Girls seldom 
marry mirier ?0> and theadvanco of wo- 
man in freedom auo independence of ac- 
tion has enlarged tho bOr£lP n of tno 
spinster, In fact, tho name is no long?* 
used to any extent. It is now tho "girl 
bachelor" who between 25 and 35 pur 
sues her art, her profession, her studies 
or her fad, and who goes about alone or 
iu company with other girl bacholors 
and enjoys lifo to its utmost. This is 
tho position of the spinster today in cit- 
ies and tho largor towns, and through 
hor independence, her enjoyment of her 
opportunities, her culture and power of 
pleasing sho is exempt from tho ridi- 
cule and pity which fell to hor lot in 
days of yore. 

But the environed spinster still exists 
in smaller towns, and it is to her I 
would speak or thoso who surround her 
iu the position of parents or relatives. 

Almost invariably tho parents or rel- 
atives of such a woman tako it fgr 
granted that sho is submitting to her 
lot cheerfully, and her own pride fos- 
ters this delusion. She parries tho thrusts 
of her young married friends and de- 
clares that sho would not chango places 
with them, pointing out tho unhappy or 
divorced couples as proof of tho desir- 
ability of her lot.

Sho carries 
a bravo front and a ready reply, but her 
heart is slowly breaking in tho mean- 
time. The undiscerning parents or mar- 
ried brothers and sisters seo tho smilo 
and never dream of the heartache under 
it. But they are inexcusably blind and 
dull that they do not. Human beings 
are but a continuation of plant life. 

It is natural for them to havo their 
time tn bud, to (lower, to yield fruit. If 
circumstances besides these result, a 
law of nature has been perverted, 
and a broken law always brings suffer- 
ing. Relatives ought to think of these 
things in a natural way and to do all 
in their power to brighten and lend va- 
riety to the lifo of a girl who noes a 
spinsterhood as her inevitable fate. In- 
stead of making cruel and scnsoless 
jokes on tho subjects, they should bo 
planning some pleasure for her. Thoy 
should club together and purchase a 
railroad ticket and send her away on 
;onio pleasant visit, or they should aid 
lier to pursue some line of study or ac- 
complishment which will broaden her 
mind and divert her thoughts. 

But wo find them Instead sneering or 
Irowning at any such suggestion of hers 
a ml assuring her that sho is too old to 
begin to do such things; leave that for 
younger peoplo. If sho wants to mako a 
risit or tako a journey, thoy ask her 
what in tho world makes her so restless 
and assure her that sho has reached a 
time of life when sho ought to bo sat- 
isfied to settle down and keep quiet. 

Vet this is the very time of lifo when 
"to settle down and koep quiet" is tor- 
ture. Tho woman of natural impulses, 
who has the normal craving for a home, 
lovo and children of hor own, does not 
resign these things without a struggle. 
Nor is it a struggle in which sho can 
DOnquoi herself easily or at once. It is 
in ovur recurring battle which sho must 
light over and ovor again. To imagine 
that she can bo satisfied witli a monoto- 



nous round of domestic duties aud to be 
an onlooker at tho domestic, hearths of 
hor rolatives and friends is to intimate 
that her heart is made of wood. It does 
not matter how many cases of unhappy 
marriagos sho refers to and rejoices 
that sho hns escaped a similar lot. Iu 
her soul's secret chamber lies tho slow- 
ly dying dream of a happy married life. 
Every girl is born into tho world with 
this dream in her breast, and when it 
dies thoro is a grave iu her heart. In- 
stead of putting thorns on that grave, 
why not seek to cover it with roses of 
thoughtful deeds and protecting kind- 
ness?

SIDE TALKS WITH GIRLS. 



Aunt l-olly Discusses the Advantages ur 
Country and City Lire. 

A country girl wrote to Aunt Polly 
tho other day and assorted that she 
could no longer stand the humdrum life 
of the farm.- She wanted more life and 
more money. She had saved a hundred 
dollars from her egg aud chicken money, 
and sho was coming to tho city to learn 
typewriting. Aunt Polly couldn't help 
thinking how many girls thero are like 
this one, bright, ambitious, willing to 
work hard, but with such mistaken 
ideas of city lifo and opportunities. 

And sho would like to say to these 
others as she said to this one — bo very 
sure you can do better in the city before 
you give up the country homo, with its 
abundance of good, wholesome food and 
fresh air, its unlimited quantities of 
bluo sky and green fields and (lowers 
and trees. Theso are all such com- 
mon blessings that tho girl iu the coun- 
try never sees them, but to tho country 
girl in tho city they becomo most pre- 
cious because they are almost unattaina- 
ble. 

Of course tho city gives greater oppor- 
tunities for intellectual culture. Thero 
are free libraries and concerts and art 
museums and lectures on almost every 
subject worth knowing about that are 
free or nearly so. Thero are always in- 
cidental expenses to affect theso advan- 
tages, however, and it seems to Aunt 
Polly in theso days of university exten- 
sion lectures, magazine clubs and cheap 
books that a moderately small town of- 
fers comparatively greater opportunities. 
If tho country girl will spend as much 
on books and magazines and lectures in 
tho nearest town as she-will in car faro 
in New York, for instance, sho will find 
herself a very well informed young 
woman. 

It will be a long time before sho can 
safely claim a dozen friends or acquaint- 
ances in tho city. In the country sho 
knows everybody. Why shouldn't sho 
1 organize a magazine club? Each mem- 
ber the cluh you know subscribes for 
a differed periodical. When you havo 
read yours, y'C®, " '° the person 

next in tho circle recoivo one from 
Bomo ouo else. Tho exchange is kept up 
until each periodical h£? hoe" in tho 
hands of each member. At flio end of 
tho year tho magazines may he atlctlOfi<>d 
oft' and tho money used to buy bookfe as 
a nucleus for n circulating library. 
Reading circles arc also among the pos- 
sibilities for tho country girl if she will 
use a little of her surplus energy. 

Aunt Polly would liko to say to the 
girls who want to come to the city, 
"Don'tl" but they wouldn't heed tho 
advice, of course. Girls who havo been 
in tho city only on tho occasional excur- 
sion, when they seo only its pleasant 
side, know nothing of tho real state of 
affairs. They reason that whero so 
much business is done there must be 
many opportunities for employment. 
It's only a question of visiting a largo 
enough number of places. They leave 
out of their reckoning the larger num- 
ber of people looking for work. Some- 
times they havo remarkably distorted 
ideas of the ease with which work is ob- 
tained in tho city. Aunt Polly heard a 
little story the other day that illustrates 
this. Everybody knows about Miss Rich 
and her efforts to help working women. 
The other morning a bright looking girl 
called on hor. Sho had come down on 
tho early train from Herkimer, she said. 
She had heard how good .Miss Rich was 
to girls who worked, and she would bo 
much obliged if -Miss Rich would get 
her a job by tomorrow morning, though 
sho would prefer to have it this after- 
noon I Miss Herkimer seemod to have an 
idea that all Miss Rich had to do was to 
touch a button, and a number of jobs 
would come walking in and say: "Here 
WO are. Take your choice. " And that's 
a true story. 

As a matter of fact, the good positions 
are not given to strangers. They are 
not to be found in answer to advertise- 
ments. There are always half a dozen 
peoplo waiting, anxious to step into a 
really good position. Tho eountry girl 
who comes a stranger will find difficul- 
ty in getting into the very lowest place. 

What puzzles Aunt Polly most, how- 
ever, is why the ambitious country girl 
doesu't try to mako something out of 
tho material at hand. If she can save a, 
hundred dollars from the sale of eggs 
and chickens, why can't she mako itioro 
by improving her henhouses and tho 
breed of her chickens and encourage 
them to lay by studying up their needs 
and reading up on the subject? Why, if 
the men folks are raising big crops, 
shouldn't she havo tho sunny exposure 
near the house and expend that hundred 
dollars in glass frames, under which 
lihe can raise early "garden sass?" And 
why not exercise tho energy and enter- 
prise she shows in her determination to 
come to the city in disposing of hor 
wares? Why shouldn't she havo her 
market wagon, as neat and tidy as her- 
self, and drum up a route of customers 
by calling with samples of her produce? 

Sho will got her hands dirty, of 
course, and this may not sound genteel. 
Soap, hot water and lemon juice will 
remedy the former. Nobody thinks 
about the gentility of an avocation now- 
inlays, at least no one known to

CONVENTIONAL LEAF BORDER. 



French Deilen In Embroidery For Tray 
Cloths or Other Articles In Linen. 

Attention is called in Tho Housohold 
to a conventional leaf border of French 
design and suited to any articlo in linon 
for which an embroidered loaf border is 
desired. 

Tho leaf is of cojyvontional shape and 
may bo traced on apiece of stiff brown 
papor, the outline cut out, placod on tho 
linen and then outlined with a sharp 




PATTERN Foil LEAF BORDER, 
lead pencil. Corn must bo used that the 
heaves touch each other, as tho work is 
cut out when finished, and must form 
a continuous embroidery on the outer 
edge. 

It may bo worked in either satin or 
buttonhole stitch with white wash silk 
or linen floss. Tho buttonholo stitch is 
preferable, as it forms a firmer edge, 
tho threads of tho satin stitch boing 
liable to pull apart. The voining may 
bo dono in solid satin stitch, but the 
stem or outline stitch is fully as effective 
and much easier to work. 

In marking out a pieco of work for 
which a square or oblong border is de- 
sired it is well to mark tho corners first, 
then divide tho space between, placing 
a leaf exactly in the middle, between 
the corners, aud then calculate the num- 
ber of leaves required for the spaces, 
cutting off or lengthening a point of the 
leaf as required to fill the space. 



Dress Trimmings. 
A great deal of jet combined with 
velvet will bo used as dress trimmings. 
Tho special novelty, a rival for spangles, 
is, according to Harper's Bazar, flat 
beads called moire satin beads on ac- 
count of their peculiar luster and smooth 
finish, They are round or oval and an! 
effective aihid small cut jet beads and 
the largo cabochons which aro revived. 
Painted black velvet is another novelty, 
the painting in ovals or leaves, or disks 
of fflatiVe given 0i : reil sunken in tho 
pilo. Tiny peacocks' feathers are also 
painted on velvet grounds. Vandyke 
points of lino jet beads in open designs 
aro brought in seven different lengths, 
soino for tho skirt aud others for trim- 
ming dress waists on collets. Yokes of 
jot, fichus, epaulets wired in shape, 
stoles and panels are also' shown. Black 
silk embroideries in open designs liko 
rhoso of point do veniso come 111 straight 
edged galloons of different width and 
;ti Vandyke points of various lengths, 
BOrflo points being 89 inches long. 



Mow to K'ukc fjuinces. 

Baked quinces' and cream contribute 
a delicious dish' with which compara- 
tively few persons aro acquainted. Se- 
lect quinces nearly or quite ripe, rub olf 
the down and pack closely in an earthen 
baking dish. On no account pare or core 
them. Add a half cupful of water and 
bake in a moderate oven for three or 
four hours. When they are perfectly 
tender, skin and all, cut them upas you 
would apples, cutting as close to tho 
core as possible. Sprinkle liberally with 
sugar as you proceed and pour the juice 
in tho dish over the whole. Servo ice 
cold. If witli cream, so much the better.

ed quinces. Boil for 15 minutes aud 
can for winter use. 

When preparing quinces for preserves 
and marmalade, save all tho peelings, 
cores and seed. Cover theso with water 
and cook until very soft. Strain, add to 
the liquid as much sugar as you have of 
juice and boil until thick enough to jell.
